moneths) erc I came to ſee my foule failings, in thoſe 
points of Iud4iſ-:c, at what time I ſer my ſelfe more 
ſeriouſly to ſeeke the Lord *- and with Faſting and 
Praicr, was inſtante with him night and day without 
ceafing, todiſcouer vnto-mee what I ſaw not, and to 
tcach me what I did not yercleerly vaderfitid: which 
when it pleaſed bim of his infinite goodnes,& never 
failing compaſſions, to effec and bring to paſle:] was 
much aftonied , and ſo amazed at my fearcfu)l wan- 
drings:thar I ſcarce could abide to looke downe into.

foule (lips. And though I forbeare toname any, leſt 
fome ſhould think I doe parallel my ſelfe with them : 

nor had we any toname cither vnger the Law or 
Goſpel, as examples to induce vs to be willing to ac- 
knowledge own our deformities;forthe magnitying 
Gods 4554 edifying his Church , and humbling 
our ſejucs: yet we cannot but know, that there 75 n0- 
thing ſo couered that ſhall not be reneiled. nor hidden 
that ſhall not be knowne_Þ.'

other, Tit. 3.3. As if he ſhould haue ſaid, Why 
ould we behaue vs angerly, or proceed bitter! y,or 
diſdainfully againſt any , ſceing none are ſo odions, | 
ut we have beeneas vileas they? T hey be fooliſh, ; 
1d have not wce beene vnwiſe?. they rebellious, | 
nd we were diſobedicnt : they deceiued and intan- 
fed with errours, and we once knew not the way of 
zeacc: they ſeruc laſts and pleaſures, and wee _ 
ecnc as baſe (lanes to our owne delires : they are + 
1ow malicious, and we haue liued in malice and cn- 
zie : they deſcruc contempt, and we haue been wor» 
thic ofall manner of hatred. Moreouer, if we con- 
fider, that which may yet befall our ſelves, fceing we 
and not by any power or ſtrength of our owne, this 
will much auailevs,to worke in vs, Meckeneſle : Not 
onely to open prophane, and ſuch as are not yet cal- 
' |Ied, but ro'failing, brethren, eſpecially as have beene 
ouertaken by ſome ſubtile and ſtrong temprations: 
that they may bee reftored againe ro their former 
; flanding, and that 77 the Spirit of Meekeneſſe,Gal.6.1.

The 

ſame mans nature, yea, fleſh and bloud which tranſ- 

erciſcd, andis obliged. to ſuch formall obcdience, 

and exaG [cruice, hath.now ſatisfied , and borne the 
fury duc to that tranſgrefhon, Heb.2.14,15, 16. And 
wee by faith in him hauc ycelded obedience, and all 
ſatisfation: and are lo accepted as obedient, Rom...

From all thislearne we, not to bard cn our ſclues, 
beyond our power, norto bold tcliowthip with one 
that is mighticr, and richer then our iclues, for that 
the Earthen Pot and the Kettle agree not together;

indeuour, to yceld that Law-obcdiecnce, as to ſecke 
tobcrig hreous therby,with this dead body, though. 
a Jelighe they may haue inthe inward man : anda 
defirce, and indeuonr ſo to doe, with the outward 
man: yet the good, they would, they [hall neuer 
perfeRly efteft, and theevill they would not, that

Paul cry out, for our example to bee deliuercd; or | 
ſet free from ſo dead a bodie. And concludes

Libertic bevalucd ? how dearcly prized ? how much 


delired? and how valiantly defended, by all that 
heare 
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..- heareof theexcellencie thereof,and are entred with. 
- in thclimits of the ſame? Ler Libertines then, bee 
as preſumptuous, and lawleſle,as they liſt: and Iewes 
as envious, as they may : and falſe Chriſtians as care- 
> lefle as they are, or as ſuperſtitious, as ſome are 
knowne: yet wee all, ſhould prize this Libertie, at 
f1rre morethen our lives worth, much morc then
